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the neck. The oa tinea) was dark red, soft, and easily laccrablo. TIio left 
Fallopian tube was congested; tho left ovary tho same; it contained a corpus 
luteum filled with coagulated blood, of tho sizo of a nut, nnd on its surfuco a 

*™Case 3. A woman, aged 23, entered tho Ilfltcl Dieu on August 6, and died 
the same day. Sho had hanged herself. 

Tho uterus seemed increased in volume. The cavity was larger than in tho 
physiological stato; it was lined by a soft, reddish membrnne, of five or six 
millimetres' thickness, easy to remove by scraping with tho hnndlc of the scat- 
pel. Examined by a lens, it presented tho appearance of a very full nnd beau¬ 
tiful capillary network,inclosed in a membrano like a mucous membrane. This 
membrane was continued into tho Fallopian tubes, but censed at the orifice of 
the os internum uteri. Tho os tincco, on the other band, was strongly congested, 
and resembled, in aspect, an apoplectic lung. Tho right ovary, which was very 
large, contained a corpus luteum of tho size of an almond, showing a scar yet 
imperfectly closed. 

M. Judfio enunciates tho following conclusions:— 

1, Tho blood which escapes by tho vagina at tho menstrual epoch, proceeds 
neither from tho cavity of tho uterus nor from that of the cervix. 

2. It proceeds entirely from the lips of tho cervix, which are strongly con¬ 
gested at that time.— B. d> F. Med.-Chirurg. Itev., Oct. 1855, from Itev. Med. 
Chirurg., April, 1855. 

39. On the Condition of the Neck of the Uterus during Pregnancy.— Such is tho 
title of a memoir read by M. Cazcau boforo the Soci6t6 do Chirurgio, and 
upon which M. Laborio has drawn up a report, with an interest nnd labour 
seldom bestowed upon this task in the learned societies of the continent. 

The neck of tho uterus, in tho pregnant female, has often been subjected to 
examination, as far as that can be mado by touch nlone; but it is only of 
recent date that another method of investigation, in this respect, lms boon 
afforded, in tho employment of tho speculum vaginae, and it is the results 
obtained from researches by means of this instrument, that M. Cazenu de¬ 
scribes, According to these observations, bo states that, in primiparaj ns well 
as in multipara), tho vaginal portion of tho neck of the uterus is of a dark red 
colour (Ii6-dc-vin), and, in primipara), its wliolo surface presents a smooth 
appearance. Tho os uteri, of which tho lips are very soft, is in general moro 
or less rounded, and of ft larger size than in the unimpregnated condition. 
The free portion of the neck in a very few cases exhibits ulcerations, and moro 
frequently granulations of a cherry red colour, and bleeding easily. Among 
tho multipart the neck is larger j tho opening is divided into different portions; 
it is largo, and the interior of it admits of being examined. The walls of this 
part of the organ aro irregular, and present.a number of fungous elevations 
which bleed readily, in tho hollows between which arc occasionally observed 
ulcerations of a linear shape, and moro or less deop. M. Cnzeau regards theso 
ulcerations as of little importance, and disapproves of any treatment for their 
removal. 

MM. Boys do Loury, Costillies, nnd Coffin, consider the nlcorations of tho 
first period of pregnancy as having a marked influence in the production of 
abortions. 

Admitting so far this opinion, M. Cazenu rejects it in its application to tho 
ulcerations of tho Inst months of utero-gestation ; nnd, according to this viow, 
he proposes that no treatment should bo adopted in the latter cases. Thus, 
with tho exception of specifio ulcers, M. Cazcau considers that tho others 
should not be interfered with; and, unless an excessive tendency to spread 
were manifested, no local means of treatmont should bo employed. 

Wo givo a resume of tho interesting discussion in tho society. 

M. Gosselin does not consider ulceration of tho neck of the pregnant uterus 
bo frequent ns M. Cazcau ; nor docs be think tlmt it exerts any unfavourable 
iofluenco on tho progress of gestation. If such an opinion has been advanced, 
it probably aroso from exclusively attending to ulcerations, and overlooking 
other morbid conditions existing during pregnancy, nnd which arc the truo 
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causes of abortion: such arc uterine catarrh, in which tho uterus suffers as 
much as in the ovolution of a fcctuB; leucorrham; or even constitutional 
syphilis. There may bo added to theso tho repetition of examinations with 
tho speculum, or tho injudicious employment of internal remedies. In short, 
5f. Gosselin belioves that tho influence of ulcerations of tho neck of tho uterus 
in the production of abortion, is very doubtful. 

51. Danyau has investigated, at tho 51ntemity Hospital, tho condition of the 
neck of tho uterus in 22 pregnant women. _ Of that number, 8 presented 
erosions on tho surface, and a fungous condition of tho neck ; in G others the 
erosions occupied tho os tincm; tho remaining 8 exhibited no ulcerations what* 
ever, and tho neck of tho uterus was merely irregular in shapo and of a violet 
colour. These last cases had reached tho final period of utero-gestntion. The 
erosions wero generally accompanied by a uterine catarrh. Only two presented 
this uterine catarrh without any erosion. 

M. Cloquet considers theso ulcerations of tho neck of the uterus as more 
frequent in tho last month of pregnancy. lie does not, howovor, regard them 
ns true ulcers, but as an enlargement (boursoujlement). of tho follicles and 
papilho of tho neck, or as a congested state of these papillae, with abrasion of 
tho epithelium. lie compares them to tho strawherry-liko surfneo of certain 
hemorrhoidal tumours, bleeding liko theso upon the slightest touch, and 
secreting a mucouB ora muco-purulentfluid. 51. Cloquet 1ms never considered 
it necessary to cautorizo them, or to employ any other means than astringent 
injections in their treatment, when they occasion either discharge or hemorrhage. 
After delivery these vegetations disappear spontaneously, in tho snme manner 
as the hemorrhoids and varicose voins connected with pregnancy. 

M. Voili-emier has found no ulcerations in a largo number of women, arrived 
at the eighth month of pregnancy, who had been examined by him with the 
speculum. 

M. Gerdy has observed soft fungous erosions on tho neck of the utorus in 
pregnant women ; those erosions disappeared after tho accouchement, lie 
considers that tho engorged state of the veins from tho sinking of the uterus, 
accounts for tho violaceous colour of tho vulva, tho vagina, and tho neck, 
and rccoinmeudB the horizontal posture, with tho view of relieving this 
engorgement, 

51. IIuguier belioves that four different affections of the utorus requiro to bo 
considered separately; theso arc, catarrh, granulations, uloorntions, and tho 
fungous condition of tho neck. 

1st, Catarrh. This occurs in nearly all women when ndvanced ns far as tho 
last month uf pregnancy, and, according to 51. Iluguior, proceeds from an in¬ 
crease, with or without inflammation in the mucous follicles, of the gelatiniform 
secretion, natural at this period. 

2d, Granulations. He divides theso into three varieties, one formed by an 
hypertrophied state of the pnpillro and mucous memhrauc, and co-existing with 
granular vaginitis. Another consists of true vegetations, and coexists with 
analogous vegetations on the vaginal walls or vulva. A third kind are situated 
round the os, and consist in an hypertfophy of tho mucous follicles, or an 
accumulation of mucus within their cavity. 

3 d, Ulcerations. These ho considers rare during pregnancy, hut simulated 
by other states of the os and neck, from tho muco-purulent fluid often lodging 
about it at this period. 

4th, Fungous state of neck. This condition 51. IIuguier alleges to he tho 
consequence of, and, in fact, inherent to pregnanoy, and to consist in an in¬ 
flamed, softened, and swollen stato of the parts in the neighbourhood of the 03 
tincm. He considers these conditions as of trivial importance, nnd employs 
means of the most simple naturo for their treatment .—Monthly Journ. Med., 
June, 1855, from L* Union Med., April 21, 1855. 

40. Caisarean Section Successfully Performed for the Second Time on the same
